On June 28, 1964, a source, who has furnished reliable Infor- 
mation In the past advised that Malcolm X. Little, leader of 
Muslim Mosque, Inc. and the Organization of Afro-American. 
Unity, was attempting to organize a branch of the Organiza- 
tion of Afro-American Unity In 3oston, Massachusetts. 

According to this source, Ella Collins, sister of l.alcolm X. 
Little, was leading the effort to establish a branch of this 
organization In Boston. The source stated that Ella Collins 
Indicated that she had picked Brothers John, Aubrey, harry, 
Charles, Willie, Cedric and Richard to be in the organization. 


A characterization of Muslim Mosque, Inc. is contained in 
the appendix hereto. 


On August 4, 1964, another source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that there Is still no group 
in Boston under the name Muslim Mosque, Inc. _ he source feel s 
that this organization is no longer being pU3hec by Malcam X. 
Little, instead Malcolm Little is trying to form the Organiza- 
tion of Afro-American Unity. 


This source stated that Malcolm Little has been successful 
in a small way, and that Harry Thompson, former member of 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 11 In Boston, Massachusetts, 
is the leading figure in the Boston area in trying to organize 
this new group. 

A characterization of Muhammad's Temple of Islam Ho. 11 is 
contained in the appendix hereto. 


The source stated that this group consists of only a hand- 
full so far and that these are all waiting to see what type 
of program Malcolm Little will set up before committing them- 
selves to follow his program. If it is a positive one towards 
improving the financial, social and educational status or 
the Negro and is a reasonable and sensible program without 
Involving violence, then the source believes that the current 
members will stay with the organization and that many other 
persona will join it.

According to the source , rial cola Little, so far, has talked 
In general terras of setting up a school for Negroes and 
organizing the Negroes to advance their economic standards 
by patronizing Negroes and setting up Negroes in business. 
Little is borrowing many phases of the Muslin program but 
has done nothing as yet to implement the program. 

The source identified the Brothers mentioned by the previous 
source as being John Thimas, Aubrey Barnette, Harry Thompson, 
Charles James, Willie James, and Richard Varing. These are 
all members of the Organization of Afro-American Unity in 
Boston. The source stated that he knows of no 3rcther Celric 
and believes that instead of Cedric, this is Frederic 
Entzminger, who is a member of this group. 

The source stated that female members of the group are 
Ruth Barnette, wife of Aubrey Barnette, and sisters Bertha 
and Vicki, both of whom are known to the source only by 
their given names. The source stated that the only other 
member of the group that he knows of is Ella Collins, sister 
of Malcolm Little. He stated he believes that her interest 
in the organization is due to the fact that her brother is 
organizing it. She formerly wsb a member of the Muslim 
temple in Boston but in the source's opinion was not a real 
member, but again was only interested in the Muslims because 
of her brother, Malcolm Little, who was active in it. 

The source stated that this group meets at 539 Columbus 
Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts, a building owned by Ella , 
Collins and which she utilizes as a kindergarten school. 

No regular meetings have been scheduled as yet and 
meetings held have been infreo.uent. 

The source stated that he knows intimately all the persons 
identified above as belonging to the group and is positive 
the group has no potential for violence. The source feels 
violence is the one thing that would cause the group to 
dissolve. 

The source stated that the court action brought against the' 
men who were arrested by the Massachusetts State Police at 
Logan International Airport, East Poston, Massachusetts, 
on June 14, 1964, for possession of firearms, has been 
deferred until August 26, 1964.

11, 
BOSTON, MASSACHUSETTS, ALSO REFERRED 
TO AS THE NATION OP ISLAM (NOl) 


On March IS, 195^, a source stated that the 
Nation of Islam (NOl) had become active in Boston, 
Massachusetts, and knew that it had held meetings as 
early as November, 1953* 

On May 11, 1964, a second source stated that 
the Temple of Islam in Boston, Massachusetts, is kno\;n 
as Muhammad’s Temple of Islam No. 11 or Muhaimad’s 
Mosque No. 11. It is located at 35 Intervale Street, 
Dorchester (Boston), Massachusetts, and Is the local 
branch of Muhammad’s Temple of Islam whose headquarters 
are in Chicago, Illinois.

/"XAIRO — Malcolm X, whom the Chinese Commu- 
V/ nuts call the “chairman of the Afro-American 
nnity organization.” spent a considerable amount of 
his time In the presence of international Communist 
propafandlsts here.

1 
was Informed that It “la rtdlculoi*" and “undignified" to 
think for a moment that anyone such u Malcolm X would 
bo heard by the African counterpart of the Organisation of , 
American States. 1 

Malcolm X't activity here was strictly a propaganda 
operation which he set up at the Hotel Semiremls. where i 
some newsmen gathered. He made certain that his violent 
anti-US. diatribes were put In the hands of the Chinese 
Co mm u n ist correspondent* planted here by the New China I 
News Agency. ;

The March 13, 1964 edition of "The New York Tiroes", 
a dally newspaper published in New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 20 which Indicated that 
Malcolat X (little), foraer national official of the 
Matlon of Islas (NOI) and Minister of KOI Mosque #7, 

Hew York, who broke with the HOI on March 8, 1964, 
publicly announced in Hew York City on March 12, 1964, 
that be had forroed the Hue, 11a Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). 

The MMI, according to the article, would be a broadly 
based politically oriented black nationalist aovement 
for Hegroes only, financed, by voluntary contributions. 

In this public statement Malcolm X urged Hegroes to 
abandon the doctrine of non-violence when it is 
necessary to defend themselves in the civil rights 
struggle, and be also suggested that Hegroes form 
rifle clubs to protect 'their lives and property in 
times of emergencies in areas where the government is 
"unable or unwilling to protect then, (The NOI is described in 
the appendix section of this memorandum.) 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, , 

1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts,

MMI was incorporated under the Religious Corporation 
Lav of the State of Hew York to work for the imparting 
of the Islamic Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance 
with "accepted Islamic priftQElpals." The principal place

During an appearance over XYW - Television, Cleveland, 

Ohio, on April 7, 1964, Malcolm X stated that the MMI 
does not stand for integration, but for complete freedom.

"Male ole X Declares War On Bigots. Orders Guerrilla Tactics In | 
Mississippi". This itee, in substance, stated that Malcole X, t 

described as a Militant Black lftisllm who broke with the ealn body 
of the Black Mas 11a organization, eade a caustic stateaent in 

this week suggesting that Regroes fight fire with fire in 
Mississippi and engage in guerrilla tactics against the bigots who 
seek to nurder Regroes who demand their freedom from the yoke 
of Southern segregationists. Malcolm X stated that "guerrilla 
tactics ape the only way of letting tbe underdog equalize the 
situation," He suggested the sending of the militant Muslim 
organization to Mississippi to fight the Southern way of battle.

Chlcaga feels that if altbar CLARA or ELIJAH do have foreign 
banking centacts, the meat laglcal place vauld be in Cairo, 
Egypt, because their son AKBAR la residing there. Chicago 
foals, havavar, that ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, In all likelihood, 
keeps hia money either in tha MT Ho. 2 banking accounts in 
Chicago, vhich would be readily accessible ta him, or pos- 
sibly keeps cash an hand in his residence at 4847 South 
Veedlawn, Chicago, ar in Phoenix, Arizona. It is known 
that someone is always in these hemes. It la considered 
unlikely, based an information available to data, that 
MUHAMMAD has deposited money outside tha United States.

M UH A MMAD by any g r o u p or Individual, specifically one HURT, 
a millionaire in Texas; for any knowledge of possession of 
guns or stocking of guns by HOI members or the HOI; and 
for any knowledge he may have of the inner operations of the 
HOI such as its structure, authority, etc. 

In making this recosnendatlon, Chicago has given 
consideration to the fact that WALLACB M OHAMM ED was interviewed 
by representatives of the "Chicago Dally Defender," which 
interview appeared in its issue of 7/8/64 and stated during 
the interview he had contacted the FBI* Chicago notes that 
WALLACB MOBAMMB) did not contact this office until 7/13/64; 
that WALLACE M1EAMMED apparently submitted to an interview 
Which was to appear in "Sepia," "Jet," "Pageant," and "Life" 
Mgazines. Me stated at the time he would teach any group 
desiring him after 10/30/64, the date his parole ends.

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In Baking this recommendation Chicago recognizes 
that WALLACE tfCHAlQED has been granting interviews to the 
press in his elforts to discredit his family and officials 
of the. KOI* 

It la also recognized he may in some way attempt 
to use a contact by this Bureau as a means to further 
discredit his father. This could be done by him by going 
to the press charging that the PBI is actively investigating 
bis father and his organization and by making some ridiculous 
allegations as to what was said during the interview. It is 
also further recognized he could use an FBI interview to 
enhance his own cause by claiming through the press media 
that he was cooperating with the FBI and therefore whatever 
plans he has for forming a group or teaching bad the blessings 
of the Bureau. 

Since it is already known the FBI is conducting 
an investigation of ELIJAH MOIAMHAD and the KOI, and, since 
WALLACE MOHAMMED could make such claims on his own to the 
preBS at any time, It is felt the advantages of such an 
interview, if he proves cooperative, would far outweigh the 
disadvantages. It is recommended authority be given to 
approach WALLACE MOHAMMED for the purposes set forth above.
